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DRURY.LANE. 
Cymbeline was performed last night, and every part of the Theatre 
was crowded to sce Messrs. Kean and Youne, in the characters of 


Posthumus and Iuehimo, and a “ Youxe Lapy,” as Imogen, who, it 
was stated, had never appeared before on any stage. 





The Play is one that contains numerous beauties, but there is-not 
in every scene enough of vivid action to render it so highly popular 
as to admit of very frequent representation. The combination of ta- 
lent occasioned, of course, the great attraction on the present occa- 
sion. 

Mr. Kean’s Posthumue was full of that pointed and forcible de- 
livery and action which he always displays in characters agitated 
by intense mental suffering. His speeches in praise of Zmogen, and 
his answers to Jachimo, where he wagers on her fidelity, wereSpecu- 
liarly well given, and told on the audience. ‘Then the feelings with 
which he received the imagined proofs of his wife’s dishonour—nothing 
could be deeper-drawn from the abyss of distraction, than were the 
delineations of his conquered disbelief, breaking out into wild consci- 
ousness of dishonored love—of happiness fled for ever ! 


Mr. Youna’s Jachimo is an able porformance, and, frequently, by a 
look—an accute turn of tone, and well-placed emphasis, he obtained 
loud applause. 


The “ Youne Lapy,” (a Miss Williams we understand) who repre- 
sented Imogen, was favorably received by a very indulgent audience. 
She has some merit ; but requires considerable experience to qualify 


» her for leading parts on the Metropolitan Stage. Her person, coun- 





tenance, and. voice, bear some resemblance to those of Madame 
Vestris, although, if we dare venture to make comparisons between 
ladies, the latter has the advantage. We have no doubt a little tour 
through the provinces, will qualify this Young Lady in a season or two, 
for a more distinguished appearance on the boards of eur theatres. 


The Cloten of Mr. Pentey was amusing—The other characters were 
very suitably filled.
